The counter revolution in Ger- 


many is ccpvescntcd as an honest 
cfToi'l in ffivor of belter government 
and Ihe welfare o£ Germany, but 


far as. can be judged at the 


pre.-ent time, it is a' reasserlion of 
[he militaristic power with (ho in- 
tention of ultimately restoring the 
monarchy and renewing the move- 
ment for pan-German control.
